For the purpose of discussing ways 
and means by which the number and 
volume of subscriptions to the Fourth 
Liberty Loan may be increased, repre-

on Tuesday afternoon at 3 o'clock. Aa Most Congress Leaders, | 


a result of an extended discussion, the 
bank officers and directors unanimous- 
ly agreed to extend the following 
terms to their customers on all sub- 
scriptions for Fourth Liberty Bonds in 
amounts of $1,000, or over: 

Payment of 10 per cent cash must 
be made. The banks will then carry 
the balance due on the subscription in 
the form of a note for ninety days at 
4% per cent interest, with an agree- 
ment to give the customer two ninety- 
day renewals. The rate of interest 
charged on the renewals will be one- 
quarter of one per cent above the rate 
that the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
janta will charge member banks at 
that time for discounting customers‘ 
notes maturing in ninety days secured 
by Liberty Bonds of the fourth issue. 

Reserve Bank Rates. 
The current federal reserve bank rate 


for qepereef thie nature, it is said, is 


4% per cent. Should this rate remain™ 


unchanged, then all renewals on sub- 
scriptions to the Fourth Liberty Loan 
bonds will be made at 4% per cent, 
which is the same rate the bonds bear. 
The foregoing agreement was signed by 
officers of the following banks. At- 
lanta National bank, Lowry National 
tenk, fourth National bank, Third Na- 
tional bank, Central Bank and Trust 
corporation, Fulton National bank, 
Georgia Savings Bank and Trust com- 
pany, American Savings bank, Atlanta 
Trust company, Colonial Trust company, 
Farmers and Traders’ bank, Trust Com- 
pany of Georgia. 

Forrest Adair, chairman of the fourth 
Liberty Loan campaign, has expressed 
himself as being very much pleased 
with the special credit plan formulated 
by the bankers. And it is the general 
consensus of opinion in financial circles 
that the attractive terms 
should serve to very materially increase 
the bond subscriptions both among 
the business houses and individuals. 

Corporations Subscribe.

In his first 
and second paragraphs he asks for 
further information and invites further 
discussion. It is true that in the last 
paragraph he inquires whether Prince 
Maximilian of Baden represents mere- 
ly the constituted authorities of the 
German empire. 
the chancellor of the German empire, 
appointed by the kaiser. I do not un- 
derstand what he can possibly repre- 
sent except the constituted authorities, 
which represent the German empire 
and the German people unless a revolu- 
tion has occurred of which the world 
has as yet no knowledge.

‘“T feel very. strongly that there 
should be no discussion with the Ger- 
man government until they are ready 
and compelled to accept the terms we 
think it rtght to impose, 

“The president answering the sug- 
gestion by the imperial German gov- 
ernment of an armistice says the 
good faith of this proposal rests on 
the consent of the central powers to 
withdraw their armies from invaded 
territory. Are they to withdraw un- 
attacked from Belgium and northern 
France, burning and robbing and dé€- 
stroying as they go, to positions be- 
hind the Rhine, where they will have 
time and opportunity to refresh their 
armies and replenish their munitions? 
Alsace and Lorraine are not invaded 
territory. 

“I cannot but feel a painful anxiety 
as to what effect this note will have 
upon the allies, upon our armies, upon 
our soldiers who are fighting and dy- 
ing and conquering in order to ‘crush 
the thing’ with which the president is 
opening a discussion.” 


Country Warned Against Step.

The German government re- 
quests the president of the United 
States of America to take steps 
for the restoration of peace, to 
notify all belligerents of this re 
quest and to invite them to dele- 
gate plenipotentiaries for the pur- 
pose of taking up negotiations. 
The German accepts, as a basis 
for the peace negotiations, the 
program laid down by the presi- 
dent of the United States in his 
message to’ congress of January 
8, 1918, and in his subsequent 
pronouncements, particularly in 
his address of September 27, 1918. 
In order to avoid further blood- 
shed the German government re- 
quests to bring about the imme- 
diate conclusion of a_ general 
armistice on land, on water and 
in the air.

their soil. The good faith of any 
discussion would manifestly de- 
pend upon the consent of the cen- 
tral powers immediately to with- 
draw their forces everywhere 
from invaded territory.

BY ALLIED FORCES 


With the British Army on the St. 
Quentin Front, October 8.—(By A. P.)-- 
The British launched, a terrific attack 
na front of about twenty miles today 
‘rom Cambrai southward. American 
forces co-operated, and the French, at 
he south, also attacked in conformity 
with the general plan. 

This was the answer of the fighting 
British armies to the German bid for 
»eace. Early itn the day smashing 
lows had carried the British and 
Americans deep into the position of the 
staggering enemy. 

The battle is one of the most furious, 
1s well as one of the most important, 
ifthe war. Ine British cannon, wheel 
-o wheel, sent tons of explosives crash- 
ng on top of the enemy in a whirlwind 
2arrage during the better part of the 
light and early morning. 

The very air trembled and the earth 
‘ocked with the continuous roar. of 
‘Splosions. The exploding shells 
-hrobbed vividly against clouds from 
which rain poured, the flashes being 
visible for many miles. 

Two British armies attacked in a 
eonverging operation in a northeaster- 
-y direction. The Fourth army, with 
-which the Americans were co-operating, 
ittatked at a gap in the last Hinden- 
surg system and, for miles on both

Serious Defeat for Germans. 


With the British Forces in France, 
Octozer 8.—(By A. P.)—The battle be- 
gun at dawn today has resulted in a 
serious defeat for the enemy. 

The British and Americans and 
French have advanced everywhere, 
smashing through the last lines of the 
Hindenburg system and driving the 
disorganized Germans before them. 

In some places, and especially at 
Premont, which appears to have fallen 
to the Americans, the fighting allied 
troops have penetrated the German 
lines for a distance of more than three 
three miles, and still are advancing. 

(Premont, which is reported to have 
been captured by the Americans, is 
more than four miles northeast of Beau- 
revoir and only three miles from Ro- 
hain.) 

At 1 o’clock the general battle line 
reached was Brancourt, Serain, Villers 
Outreaux, Esnes and Niergnies. 

The French first army on the south 
have entered Essigny-le-Petit. 

The terrific British barrage struck 
terror in the hearts of the enemy and 
killed many. The machine’ gunners, 
however, held out to the last ana 
hordes of them were annihilated.

The last line of the Hindenburg de- 
fensive system has been shattered on 
a wide front and the German army in 
this section has been put to flight, 
except for rear guards and machine 
gunners. The battle continues, but the 
resistance is constantly diminishing 
as the British and Americans continue 
driving deep. 


WEDGE DRIVEN FAR

London, October 8.—The British and 
Americans have advanced to a depth 
of about three miles along a twenty-

“The third and fourth armies at- 
tacked on a front of about twenty miles 
this morning between St. Quentin and 
Cambrai and have advanced along the 
whole of this front to an average 
depth of about 3 miles. 

“The night had been stormy, mak- 
ing the assembly of troops difficult; the 
assault was launched in a downpour of 
rain. As the awttack progressed the 
weather cleared, favoring the develop- 
ment of the operations, which from the 
first were completely successful. 

“On the extreme right of the British 
attack, English divisions have driven 
the enemy from the ridge of high 
ground southeast and east of Montbre- 
hain and have captuerd the hamlet of 
Beauregard. 

“In the right center of the 30th 
American division, comprising troops 
from North and South Carolina and 
Tennessee, under command of General 
Lewis, captured Brancourt after heavy 
fighting. Further to the northeast 
they took Premont, completing a suc- 
cessful advance of over 3 miles, in the 
course of which they cleared the enemy 
from a number of farms and woods. 

“On their left English, Scottish and 
Irish battalions captured the village of 
Serain early in the day. In the center 
English and Welsh battalions broke 
through the German defence system 
known as the Beaurevoir-Masnieres 
line, and captured Malincourt and the 
trench line west of Malincourt. 

“Obstinate resistance was met from 
strong bodies of the enemy with ma- 
chine guns at Villers Outreaux. After 
hard fighting, the Welsh gained pos- 
session of the village. 

“In the left center the New Zealand- 
ers broke through the Beaurevoir-Mas- 
nieres line and made deep progress to 
the east of it. The New Zealand troops 
stormed Lesdain early in the morning, 
and, pressing on, carried Esnes. 

“On the left of the attack we had 
hard fighting about Seranvillers and 
Niergnies and along the line of the 
Esnes-Cambrai road. In this sector the 
enemy counter attacked strongly, using 
tanks to support his infantry. 

“After pressing us back a short dis- 
tance, the counter-attack was stopped, 
the enemy tanks being put out of ac- 
tion. We regained possession of Se- 
ranvillers and Niergnies and resume@ 
our advance. 

‘North of the Scarpe we have captur- 
ed a German trench system known as 
the Fresnes-Rouvroy line, from. the 
Scarpe beyond Onny, and have taken 
Fresnes-Les-Montauban and Neuvireulil. 

“A thousand prisoners and many guns 
have been captured in these successful 
operations. Progress continues to be 
made along the whole front.”

There were no new developments 
Tuesday with reference to the-Spanish 
infleunza situation in Atlanta except 
the report of about eighty cases that 
were turned in to the office of Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy,* health officer af the city. 
These cases were reported by prac- 
ticing physicians in various portions of 
the city, and as they are the first that 
have been turned in under the recent 
order of the health department, they 


cannot be taken as a basis upon which | 
to estimate the number of cases in the! 
city. These 80 are not necessarily now 
casés, since reports have been asked | 
on all cases now existing in Atlanta. 

The situation, however, seems some- 
what improved since Monday, and the 
health officers are more optimistic than, 


on Sunday and Monday. The anxiety | 
of the officers is still apparent, but 


there is by no means the apprehension 


with reference to a widespread ep!- 
demic that was felt before the meet- 
ing of the health board and the city 
fathers Monday when the drastic clos- 
ing orders were promulgated. 


May Lift Ban Soon. 


Much anxiety was expressed Tuesday 
regarding the possible length of time 
that the threatened epidemic would 
cause the schools and other institutions 
to remain closed, but it was made plain 
by members of counci] that the two 
months’ period was named in the ordi- 
nance merely in order to make it legal, 
and that should the disease be con- 
quered within the mext week or ten 
days, the city council would convene 
and amend or repeal the ordinance, al- 
lowing the schools, the churches, thea- 
ters and other institutions that have 
been closed by the measure to reopen. 

An effort to estimate the number of 
cases of influenza in the city proved 
without result, as no figures are obtain- 
able anywhere in the city to show how 
many victims have been claimed here, 
There are many cases of grippe, how- 
ever, and a large number of cases of 
coryza (or common colds), which, in 
many cases, are mistaken by panic- 
stricken people for the infleunza, ac- 
cording to physicians. There are with- 
out doubt many cases of the so-called 
Spanish influenza in the city, as dozens 


lof cases presenting typical symptoms, 


such as aching bodies, severe inflamma- 
tion of mucous membranes and high 
temperature, and many of such cases 
are being reported to the city health

“Even if the soldier in question had 
actually been afflicted with the dis- 
ease,’ Mr. White insisted, “the extent 
of the landlord’s authority would have 
been to have isolated the room or 
apartment from the remainder of the 
house.

‘“‘All such instances 
ported without delay to the housing 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, of which Ivan F. Allen is chair- 
man. This committee works. in 
operation with General Sage, comman- 
der-in-chief at Camp Gordon, and was 
ereated primarily for the purpose of 
seeing that the famsies of officers 
and enlisted men, located at the vari- 
ous camps, receive fair treatment from 
the landlords of the city. 

“T certainly deplore the fact that 
such a condition should exist in At- 
lanta,” said Mr. White. “Every in- 
stance of this kind works to the detri- 
ment of the citv.

Saved From Foe

American ‘lost’ battalion in 
Argonne forest was rescued at 6:40 
o’clock yesterday. Though it 
encountered _ terrific opposition,

The lost battalion whose where- 
abouts was a mystery for some time 
after its disappearance during the at- 
tack along the edge of the Argonne, 
comprised several hundred men under 
the command of Major Charles Whitel- 
lesey. Completely surrounded by the 
Germans, they made their stand for 
five days with their pistols and rifles, 
and a few machine guns. When relief 
reached them their stock of cartridges 
was almost gone and the men were in 
a weakened condition from lack of 
sustenance and the effects of the 
dampness of these fall days, from 
which the trapped infantrymen had 
no blankets to protect them. 

The relief expedition encountered 
great difficulty in aiding the rescued 
men, some of whom were so weak 
they had to be carried.
